Charlevoix Man 


Charged With 
Attempted Murder 


KeNen 
Michael- £ 
Damian 
Borths, 24, 
Charlevoix, 
has been 
charged 
with two counts of assault 
with intent to murder and 
one count of sending an ex- 
plosive with intent to dam- 
age or destroy property. 

The arrest arises from an 
Aug. 8 incident during which 
a “Molotov cocktail” was 
thrown through the window 
of a residence in the City of 
Charlevoix. 

According to a police affi- 
davit filed in the matter, the 
explosive device was thrown 
into a bedroom window 
where two residents were 
present. Police responded 
and found a broken rum bot- 
tle with a partially burned 
towel in the neck anda 
strong smell of gasoline in 
the home. 

Police later received a tip 
that Borths may have been 
the perpetrator and that the 
motivation for the crime 
may have been anger related 
to a domestic situation. 

City of Charlevoix Police 
followed up on the tip with 
assistance from the 
Charlevoix County Sheriffs 
Office and the FBI. 

“T would like to thank all 
of the agencies who assisted 
in this investigation, includ- 
ing the Michigan State Po- 
lice and the Secret Service, 
as well as Charlevoix County 
Sheriffs Office and the FBI,” 
City of Charlevoix Police 
Chief Gerard Doan said. 

A search warrant was ob- 
tained for Borths’ cell phone 
records including cell tower 
locations. These records in- 
dicated that he was in the 
May Street area at the time 
of the incident. 

A witness initially sup- 
plied an alibi for Borths, but 
the witness later changed 
his story and admitted that 
he drove Borths to May 
Street and dropped him off. 
When leaving the vehicle, 
with a rum bottle smelling 
of gasoline in his hand,

Borths reportedly said that 
he was “going to take care of 
business.” 

The witness said he then 
drove further down May 
Street and waited to pick up 
Borths. When Borths re- 
turned to the vehicle a short 
time later, he was out of 
breath and admitted that he 
had thrown the bottle 
through a window. 

Borths was arraigned this 
morning and bond was set at 
one million dollars. 

The assault with intent to 
murder charges carry a maxi- 
mum penalty of life in prison 
and charge for sending an ex- 
plosive has a maximum of 20 
years in prison. 

A probable cause confer- 
ence in the matter is sched- 
uled for Sept. 15 anda 
preliminary examination for 
Sept. 22. 

At this point, the charges 
against Borths are merely al- 
legations and he is presumed 
innocent unless and until 
proven guilty.

The Michigan Trails Week 
Challenge is also an opportu- 
nity for people to support 
trails by donating to projects 
in need of help. The Michigan 
Trails and Greenways AlI- 
liance will act as fiduciary, 
ensuring that all monies 
raised for specific trail proj- 
ects will go directly to those 
projects. In that spirit, the 
DNR will continue expand- 
ing, developing and maintain- 
ing the state's vast trails 
system for the benefit of all 
Michigan residents. 

The DNR manages one of 
the largest interconnected 
trail systems in the country, 
and many of those trails are 
accessible to people of all 
abilities; accessible kayak 
launches and track chairs 
also are available. There are 
many accessible recreation 
resources at community 
parks, too; check with local 
recreation authorities to see 
what’s available.

Catch a glimpse of migh 


The fall breeding season is the most 
popular time to view Michigan’s wild 
elk herd. This month and next, elk 
are more active and can be found in 
open, grassy areas during dawn and 


dusk. 


Elk viewing areas can be accessed 
by roads throughout the Pigeon River 
Country State Forest near Gaylord. 
These designated areas have been 
managed for elk habitat, providing 
visitors with an excellent opportunity 
to observe the herd or hear the beau- 
tiful, unmistakable bugle of a bull 


elk. 


Use the elk viewing guide to plan 
your route and remember to bring 
your binoculars, spotting scope and 


camera. 


Michigan's native elk disappeared 
around 1875. Today's elk herd dates 
back to 1918, when seven western ani- 
mals were released near Wolverine. 
From that reintroduction, the num-

ber of animals grew steadily to about 
1,500 elk in the early 1960s. They 


reached the point where limited hunt- 
ing was possible in 1964 and 1965. 
During the late 1960s, several fac- 
tors kept the elk herd below its bio- 
logical potential for population 
growth, including reduced habitat 
quality. The herd also was hard hit by 
poaching. There were about only 200 


elk in the winter of 1975.

State of Emergency extended to con- 
tinue the fight against COVID-19 


Governor Gretchen Whit- 
mer took further action to 
protect the health and safety 
of Michiganders by extending 
the State of Emergency until 
October 1, 2020 at 11:59 p.m. 
Executive Order 2020-177 will 
allow the state to continue to 
mobilize resources and take 
the reasonable and necessary 
steps to protect Michiganders 
and their families. 

“Last week, Michigan sur- 
passed 100,000 cases and fami- 
lies continue to lose loved 
ones to COVID-19. With over 
6,500 deaths, the virus contin- 
ues to threaten the lives of 
Michiganders every day. 
COVID-19 is a novel virus 
with many unknowns, but we 
do know that it is widespread, 
it is easily transmitted, and 
its effects can be fatal. We 
must continue to take this se- 
riously and do everything we 
can to protect ourselves and 
all Michiganders from 
COVID-19,” said Governor 
Whitmer. 

She added, “By extending 
the state of emergency, we 
can continue the crucial work 
needed to save lives. Since 
March, I have been commit- 
ted to using every tool at my 
disposal to protect families, 
frontline workers, and our 
economy from the threat of 
COVID-19. I urge Michigan- 
ders to do their part by wear- 
ing a mask, practicing 
physical distancing and stay- 
ing safe and smart.” 

In early August, every re- 


gion in Michigan saw an 
uptick in new cases which re- 
cently put Michigan past the 
100,000 COVID-19 cases mark. 
The state’s percent positivity 
remains below the national 
average: in Michigan, 3.3% of 
all COVID-19 tests adminis- 
tered were positive, whereas 
nationally it was 6.1%. Addi- 
tionally, Michigan has a con- 
siderably lower percent 
positivity than surrounding 
states. 

The science continues to 
show that this virus can af- 
fect everyone, including chil- 
dren. In fact, in an alarming 
trend, both nationwide and 
here in Michigan, younger 
people have constituted a 
growing share of new cases. 
In order to protect public 
health, everyone must con- 
tinue to do their part to fight 
COVID-19 by wearing a mask, 
staying physically distant and 
limiting large social gather- 
ings under the governor’s or- 
ders. 

COVID-19 is widespread, 
easily transmitted by air- 
borne particles, and poten- 
tially fatal. That lethal 
combination, combined with 
ongoing uncertainty about 
how to defeat it, means that 
the health, economic, and so- 
cial harms of the COVID-19 
pandemic remain severe and 
affect every corner of this 
state. The COVID-19 pan- 
demic therefore constitutes a 
statewide emergency and dis- 
aster.

Governor proclaims September 
“Childhood Cancer Awareness Month”

Childhood Cancer Awareness

MDHHS reminds of resources available 
during Suicide Prevention Week 


The Michigan Department of 
Health and Human Services 
(MDHHS), Michigan Association for 
Suicide Prevention and national and 
local suicide prevention organizations 
have been working tirelessly to halt 
the growth of suicide rates in Michi- 
gan. As part of the effort, Gov. 
Gretchen Whitmer has declared Sept. 
6-12 Suicide Prevention Week. 

“Michiganders may be experiencing 
increased levels of emotional distress 
due to the pandemic and, therefore, 
it’s critical for people to know there 
are resources available and help raise 
awareness about suicide prevention,” 
said Dr. Debra Pinals, MDHHS Med- 
ical Director for Behavioral Health. 

Suicide is the tenth leading cause of 
death in both Michigan and the na- 
tion, and a top five leading cause 
among individuals who are 10-54 years 
old. 

Michigan has higher rates of suicide 


among people who are 10-19 and 25-44 
years of age compared to the nation as 
a whole. Michiganders can help lower 
these rates by knowing the warning 
signs of suicide, encouraging those at 
risk to seek help, and having open and 
honest conversations about suicide. 

“Suicide is a major public health 
concern across Michigan,” sad Dr. 
Brian Ahmedani, Chair of the Michi- 
gan Suicide Prevention Commission. 
“On behalf of the Suicide Prevention 
Commission, we applaud Governor 
Whitmer’s declaration to support sui- 
cide prevention week. Our Commis- 
sion is working hard with leaders and 
partners from across our great state to 
gain a better understanding of this 
problem as well as determine the best 
ways to leverage key opportunities 
and resources to prevent suicide 
across Michigan.” 

Warning signs for those at risk of 
suicide include: 


-Feelings of hopelessness. 

-Threatening to or talking about 
wanting to hurt oneself. 

-Loss of interest in activities. 

-Withdrawal from friends and fam- 
ily. 

-Change in eating and sleeping 
habits.

MDHHS launches streamlined 
benefits renewal forms 


COVID-19 


The benefits renewal process is now 
simpler for roughly two million food, 
health care, child care and cash assis- 
tance clients with the rollout of new, 
streamlined benefits renewal forms, 
the Michigan Department of Health 
and Human Services (MDHHS) an- 
nounced today. Now, Michigan is the 
first state to have this kind of stream- 
lined application and renewal in print 
and online. 

Project Re:New, a collaboration be- 
tween MDHHS and Detroit-based 
Civilla, began in 2018 and spans the de- 
partment’s four largest assistance pro- 
grams. The changes will help MDHHS 
serve Michigan residents and families 
better and faster during the COVID-19 
pandemic — a crisis that has left fed- 
eral agencies and some state govern- 
ments struggling to reduce application 
or renewal backlogs, and handle more 
hotline traffic across assistance pro- 
grams that are a temporary lifeline for 
many residents. 

“Life today is more stressful and 
complicated than ever. That’s why it’s 
as urgent as ever to simplify the way 
we deliver benefits - to treat people 
with dignity, meet them where they 
are, and take as little as possible of 
their time,” said Robert Gordon, direc- 
tor of MDHHS. 

Project Re:New follows the 2018 
launch of a simplified application that 
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was also completed in collaboration 
with Civilla through an effort called 
Project Re:Form. Like the updated ap- 
plication, the new renewal forms fea- 
ture human-centered design to 
emphasize urgent information and 
outline clear steps, deliver directions 
in plain language and, importantly, in- 
corporate feedback from clients and 
caseworkers on their experiences com- 
pleting or processing forms. 

Instead of using a renewal form that 
includes questions that may not apply 
to an individual’s assistance program, 
clients will complete one core redeter- 
mination form, and a one- to two-page 
supplemental form specific to each of 
their assistance programs. 

Project Re:New also led to the sim- 
plification of the six-month review 
form, annual review form and online 
renewal option in MI Bridges, the 
state’s online assistance application 
and case management portal. Changes 
follow all existing eligibility and pro- 
gram requirements. The new renewal 
was piloted in MDHHS’ Madison 
Heights and Monroe offices. It resulted 
in: 

-50 percent fewer offices visits, an 
important reduction that puts clients 
and MDHHS field office employees at 
lower risk of exposure to COVID-19. 

-A 96 percent completion rate, up 
from 73 percent. 


-60 percent fewer errors, reducing 
delays in processing time and generat- 
ing a higher renewal rate. 

"In the midst of the COVID-19 pan- 
demic, this work demonstrates 
MDHHS' ongoing commitment to im- 
proving benefit delivery and designing 
services that better meet people's 
needs,” said Lena Selzer, design direc- 
tor at Civilla. “The work was guided by 
the expertise of hundreds of Michigan 
residents and MDHHS field staff. It 
would not have been possible without 
them." 

Rollout began this month by mail, in 
person and online. It will continue 
gradually through next year as clients 
are due for renewal of benefits. Clients 
will receive forms and a reminder to 
renew sooner than usual to give them 
time to submit forms before their in- 
terview with field staff—another 
change aimed at further reducing pro- 
cessing delays. 

Project Re:Form was recognized by 
Harvard University as one of the 2018 
Innovations in American Government 
Award’s Top 25 Programs. It took one 
of the longest benefits applications in 
the nation and transformed it, cutting 
the amount of time clients spent filling 
out the form, reducing error rates and 
helping caseworkers process applica- 
tions in less time.

Governor Whitmer signed 
Senate Bill 745, which appropri- 
ates $2.8 billion in supplemen- 
tal funding from federal 
revenues awarded by the Fed- 
eral Emergency Management 
Agency to cover a temporary 
$300 per week enhanced federal 
payment for eligible Michigan- 
ders receiving unemployment 
benefits. 

As part of the FEMA pro- 
gram, the additional $300 per 
week in unemployment bene- 
fits will continue until the fed- 
eral emergency disaster relief 
funding made available for this 
program has been exhausted.

Rare steam locomotive to be restored 


Yankee headed 
east for $200,000 
rehabilitation

Crewmen readied pre- 
cious cargo recently at the 
Michigan Iron Industry Mu- 
seum in Negaunee for a 900- 
mile trip southeast to 
Pennsylvania. 

The historical relic loaded 
onto a transport truck for 
the trip was a historic steam 
locomotive called the Yan- 
kee, a vertical boiler model 
manufactured by Alexander 
Chaplin and Co. of Glasgow, 
Scotland, between 1862 and 
1868. 

At 150 years old, the Yan- 
kee is thought to be one of 
only three surviving Chaplin 
locomotives in the world. 

“With the help of gener- 
ous grant funding, we’re 
sending the Yankee to Penn- 
sylvania for restoration 
work,” said Barry James, 
historian with the museum. 
“Once the rehabilitation is 
complete, the locomotive will 
be brought back here to Mar- 
quette County to remain on 
permanent display at our 
museum.” 

The restoration project — 
which is expected to take 
about a year to complete — 
will cost $200,000, with fund- 
ing provided from a Institute 
of Museum and Library 
Services grant and matching 
money from the Friends of 
the Michigan Iron Industry 
Museum. 

According to B.R. Howard 
Conservation — the Pennsyl- 
vania company doing the re- 
habilitation work — the 
project will be combining the 
practices of conservation 
and selective restoration and 
replications to return the lo- 
comotive to an appearance 
where visitors can appreci- 
ate the construction tech- 
nologies used in its

fabrication. 

The Yankee is red in color, 
made from cast and wrought 
iron, steel and a mix of soft 
and hardwoods. It is just 
over 12 feet long, about 9 feet 
high, weighing an estimated 
8,000 pounds. 

With its steel rail supports 
it was sitting on, the total 
weight of the locomotive, 
when lifted by a crane onto a 
flatbed truck was just over 
11,000 pounds. 

The transfer from its dis- 
play spot, under some white 
pines on the museum 
grounds, to the truck was 
flawless and took only a few 
minutes. Several media out- 
lets were on hand to capture 
the event. 

“The ‘Yankee’ steam loco- 
motive is in poor and unsta- 
ble condition having actively 
corroding iron, fungal decay 
of all wooden components, 
and actively flaking paint in 
areas which still retain 
paint,” according to a B.R. 
Howard Conservation report 
on the rare relic. 

The locomotive had been 
amateurly restored in the 
late 1930s by employees of 
the Cleveland-Cliffs Iron 
Company and exhibited out- 
doors, near the company of- 
fices, until being donated to 
the Michigan Iron Industry 
Museum in 1986. 
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“Until recently, the mu- 
seum did not have climate- 
controlled exhibit space for 
the ‘Yankee’ which necessi- 
tated exhibition in an unpro- 
tected outdoor venue 
causing continued deteriora- 
tion of the 1930s restoration 
and all remaining original 
components,” the report 
states. 

James said the relatively 
small size of the locomotive 
belies its huge importance 
for the country. 

“The Yankee is one of the 
oldest surviving steam loco- 
motives in the United States, 
one of two industrial-geared 
vertical boiler locomotives in 
America, and one of three 
surviving Chaplin locomo- 
tives in the world,” James 
said. “It is substantially com- 
plete despite its severe condi- 
tion challenges.”

sula iron mines — the coming 
of steam. Until the locomo- 
tives began hauling ore at 
the Jackson Mine in Ne- 
gaunee around 1868, all the 
work was done by human or 
animal power. The locomo- 
tives made removing the ore 
more efficient. 

The Yankee hauled six to 
10 small, four-wheel ore cars, 
each capable of carrying 5 or 
6 tons of ore, with a maxi- 
mum speed of 10 miles an 
hour. The locomotive signi- 
fied the coming of the indus- 
trial revolution to the Lake 
Superior iron mines that led 
the nation in production 
from the 1850s into the 1890s. 

After being decommis- 
sioned, the Yankee resided 
outside of Cleveland-Cliffs 
Iron Company offices in Ish- 
peming for decades. ,
